The Salmon Carrier For Which 
Fears Where Entertained 
Is Reported Safe. 



Reinsurance Speculators Make 
a Winning— Fiery Cross 
Also Arrives. 



'The Ardnamurchnn has arrived. Yes- 
ti-rdiiy morning a cablegram was receiv- 
ed by Robert Ward & Co. from their 
Liverpool agents, which said "Fiery 
Cross arrived; Ardnamurchan in the 
Channel." In consequence of the safe 
arrival <>f t lie bin salmon carrier for 
whose safety there was much apprehen- 
sion becanso of the. linding of salmon 
with marks on the cases coinciding with 
the marks used by the shippers who sent 
salmon on her, on the Clatsop beach of 
Oregon, there is joy among the specu- 
lators in marine re-insurance. At one 
time the fears held for the Ardnamur- 
chan were such that 80 per cent, was 
paid to re-insure her, and from that time 
the quotations have fluctuated at from 
to 50 per cent., the quotations stand- 
ing In the latter ligure when the news 
that she was sailing up the Channel 
was received here yesterday morning. 
Opinion had been divided regarding the 
safety of the Ardnamurchan, but now,

"I told you so." The optimists were, 
though, in the minority on the street, i 
when the ship arrived, a large number

CANADA AND BRITAIN. 

The following is an extract from a late 
issue of a leading British paper: 

"Apart from this danger to til© States 
(the trustsi it would be safe to assume 
that the industrial supremacy of the 
United Kingdom must inevitably pass 
to the United States. Already the 
American population is over 70,000,000, 
jig compared to our -10,000,000, and tin- 

America n people possess an almO-t 
boundless territory filled with fertile 
plains and metalliferous mountains, tra- 
versed by thousands of miles of navig- 
jiblo rivers, and indented with a suceess- 
sion of magnificent harbors. Against 
such a giant it is impossible for our 
littlo island, already over-full, to strug- 
gle for commercial supremacy." 

There is not a word in this applying 
to tho United Slates which cannot be 
applied with equal force to Canada. The 
Dominion possesses "an almost bound- 
less territory filled with fertile plains." 
Acre for acre, we can show fertile 
plains capable of producing the neces- 
saries of life, in comparison with the 
United States. If the neighboring re- 
public has "metalliferous mountains," so 
have we. and it is noteworthy thai the 
metalliferous area in Canada, is more 
extensive than that of the United States. 
The metalliferous area of the United 
States begins at the 3'Jnd parallel of 
latitude and extends to the 49tli. Thai 
of Canada begins at the 40th and ex- 
tends nt least to the OSth. That is the 
former is IT degrees of latitude in 
width, and the latter 10. In the mileage 
of navigable rivers, Canada does not 
need to take s; eond place in comparison 
with her neighbors. Our inland water- 
ways are, for nil practical purposes, 
quite equal to those nf that country, If 

harbors are an element of nmcrcial 

greatness, it is surely not necessary to 
look outside of Oonadn for them, no 
matter upon which side of the Continent 
it. is desired to secure them. 

If the conditions in the United States 
arc such that commercial supremacy 
may be anticipated there, every condition 
is also I o bo found in Canada except 
population anil capital, and for these 
we can bud; to the Motherland. There 
is a section ..r tin- British people which 
looks unmoved upon the growing com- 
mercial greatness of the United States, 
find comforts itself with a smug assur- 
ance that it Is a mntter of indifference 
any way. It is not a matter of indif- 
ference by any menus. It may he "im- 
possible for our little islnnd (Oi eat Bri- 
tain! to struggle indefinitely for com- 
mercial supremacy" with n country like 
the republic, lint i! is far from impos- 
sible to reproduce in Canada every desir- 
jiblo condition that makes the United 
Slates so formidable a rival. We doubt 
if the people of Croat Britain anything 
like appreciate the wonderful possibili- 
ties of the Dominion. Indeed the peo- 
ple of Canada themselves scarcely do 
so. These possibilities are to all intents 
and purposes limitless. When Krastns 
Winian gave Canada the title of ''the 
Greater Half of the Continent." he was 
absolutely correct. We have by nature 
in Canada n greater country than the 
United States. We can support just as 
many people. We can produce just -is 
great a mass of food products. We 
can exceed the Union in our product of 
coal, iron, gold, copper, lead and silver. 
Wo have far greater timber resources. 
We have far more extensive and more 
valuable fisheries, We have a bettor 
geographical position in relation to the 
commerce of tho world. Wo have a 
climate that will produce a belter class 
of people. 

In view of Hies» things, it seems to 
US thai the British press, instead of 
contemplating the possibility of seeing 
the co'mmrecinl supremacy of the world 
passing into the hands of :t foreign pow- 
er, should direct their attention to this 
groat heritage nf the British race, and 
givo greater attention to the realization 
of its measureless possibilities. If this 
were done, it would only be a new illus- 
tration of the British courage and energy 
that mad.' the "little island" the great 
colonizing power in the world. It is true 
that Canada offers no field for adven- 
tures, such ns fired the heart of Ral- 
pjgn, but for the Raleighs of finance and 
enterprise there is a vast untouched field. 
Will it bo occupied? We submit that 
tho British public ought to direct their 
attention, to this high'-- momentous 
question. 



THE FISHERIES. 

Yesterday n memorial in regard to tho 
fisheries was presented to the provincial 
government. We givo it elsewhere. It 
will he observed that sixty canneries out 
of the seventy-four in British Columbia 
were represented at the mooting, which 
adopted the memorial. Hence, it may be- 
regarded ns expressing very accurately 
tho views of the gentlemen who are en- 
gaged in the canning industry. Wo 
direct attention to the memorial. 

The document begins with a state- 
ment which takes the whole question out 
of politics, for it charges neglect of the 
canning industry upon both political par- 
ties. This is important, in view of what 
immediately follows, for in the second 
paragraph of the memorial we are told 
that the regulations are repeatedly 
changed without trouble being taken to 
ascertain the views of those most inter- 
ested, and often in direct opposition to 
their expressed wishes. Surely such a 
very important industry deserves differ- 
ent treatment from this. We all know a 
great deal about the difficulty of getting 
officialdom to move out of its tracks, or 
pay attention to the views of practical 
people, but surely it its time that a differ- 
out course was adopted. 

We do not know what is referred to in 
tho third paragraph, which complains of 
valuable and exclusive privileges being 
given to persons unconnected with the 
canning industry, and to the serious de- 
triment of the latter, but presumably it 
is a matter of some importance, or it 
would not be referred to. Concerning 
the danger of the depletion of the Brit- 
ish Columbia fisheries we have already 
spoken, and it is not necessary to add 
anything more. The tilth paragraph calls 
for some remark. It will he observed 
that by it the canncrs propose a radical 
change in the control of the fisheries. 
This paragraph anil number seven must 
he read together. In brief, tile canncrs 
ask that the provincial government shall 
take over the control of the fisheries and 

j create a fishery board, which shall have 
the full management of them. We un- 
derstand that the fisheries of the state 
Of Washington are managed by such a 

i hoard, ami that the system works out 
very satisfactorily. The change will, if 
carried out, be a radical one, and will de- 
prive tln> Dominion government of a cer- 
tain amount of revenue, and also take a 
little patronage out of their hands. 
These are considerations which ought 

! not to weigh with the government, that 

lis the federal government, for a single 



Tho Board of Trade yesterday took up 
for consideration the landing place o r , 
the Pacific ca'ole, and referred the sub- 
ject to the Council for action. The 
claim is made that Tort Renfrew offers 
greater advantages for this purpose than 
any place further up the Islaud coast. 
It will be the duty of the Council to look 
into tho matter, and having obtained all 
available data, to forward them to the 
Dominion government. Of course there 
is no special advantage to a locality sim- 
ply in being the terminus of a trans- 
oceanic cable, but if the point is likely 
to he protected by fortifications, it is 
| desirable that it should not be too far 
I from Esquimalt, and there would be some 
I advantage to Victoria to have it as near 
this city as possible.

moment, if the proposal is otherwise a 
good one. It is of vastly greater impor- 
tance that the salmon canning industry 
in British Columuiu should not only be 
kept from extinction, hut should keep 
pace with the demand, than that the 
Dominion should receive a little? revenue 
or have the privilege of appointing a few 
oOlcers. It will hardly be expected that 
the Colonist can express any opinion up- 
on what is largely a matter for experts 
to deal with, or at least calls for a good 
deal of consideration, anil therefore we 
shall content ourselves for the present 
with commending the request of the din- 
ners in (his regard to (he examination of 
the public, in order that any objections 
to il may be brought out. It will he no- 
ticed thai (he canncrs think any surplus 
derived from (he fisheries revenue in thirf 
province should he devoted to erecting 
and equipping hatcheries. This certain- 
ly has much to recommend it, for no one 
can say that it is unjust to ask that what 
the industry pays over and above its cost 
to the country should he expended in 
keeping it at its best. 

The Sound mails were considered at 
the Board of Trade yesterday, and strong 
expressions of opinion were given in re- 
gard to the inconvenience arising under 
the present system, 1 indwell & Co., 
having put on two boats, there is now 
some improvement on the old arrange- 
ment, but the fumigation of letters con- 
tinues, and this means great delay in 
correspondence ami often serious incon- 
venience. We have no desire to have 
any proper precautions for the preser- 
vation of the health of tin' community 
omitted, hut if there is any real danger 
from smallpox in permitting mails from 
the Pound to be distributed without 
j fumigation, it is surprising that the dis- 
ease is not rampant all over the Paci- 
lic <. 'oast id' I he Uniti d States. 

Tho Northwest Mining News is very 
severe upon mine managers who with- 
hold information as to new developments 
until they have had an opportunity of 
using it. to their personal advantage. It 
says that such information is frequent- 
ly held for weeks so as to enable the 
managers to buy or unload stock accord- 
ing as the latest showings may render 
desirable. The N'cWs wants to know 
■why a code of ethics is tolerated in con- 
nection with mining which would no! be 
allowed for a moment in any financial 
house. Wo think no reason can be giv- 
en, and agi with our contemporary that 

"when n new code of ethics is enforced 
along these lines, it will do much to give 
the general public il more substantial con- 
fidence in mining investments." 



The Vancouver World says that tho 
Dominion government docs not exercise 
control of rntis except in cases of rail- 
ways subsidized by the Dominion. We 
think our contemporary is in error. The 
Itailway Act of Canada gives the gov- 
ernment control of rates on all railways 
except the Canadian Pacific, which is 
exempt until its dividends reach ten per 
cent. 

It is said that the French government 
has informed thy Imperial authorities in- 
formally that it does not recognize Brit- 
ish interests in the proposed Isthmian 
canal as any greater than those of 
Prence, but that it thinks the two coun- 
tries should for the present assert their 
several claims, as against the extreme 
pretensions of the United States, along 
lines of their own and without co-opera- 
tion. 



The Minnesota legislature has direct- 
ed the Attorney-General of the state to 
take all legal means to prevent the con- 
solidation of the railways in that state 
under any of the recent "trust" agree- 
ments. Minnesota has very stringent 
laws against the consolidation of rail- 
ways running between the same points. 
In this respect it is thought to be a little 
in advance of any other portion of the 
Continent. 



i Speaking of the Delpit marriage, the 
Catholic Register says the decision that 
the marriage is valid docs not alter its 
opinion. That is quite likely, but if Mr. 
Delpit is a wise man he will act on the 
judgment of the court and not on the 
Register's opinion. If a man should find

| Mr. J. O. McGregor, secretary of the 
Trades and Labor Council said that if 
lllie Chinese were prevented from coming 
hero wages would increase and the coun- 
try Would soo the inllux ol the right kind 
of settlers, who will not come here now 
because of the Chinese. He know that 
many whites would tiol pome on this ac- 
count, and there were many others. The 
presence of llie Chinese wa.s a distinct 
disadvantage to white labor. They were 
stupid, careless, hard lo get along with, 
dirty in their habits, (hoy could not he 
trusted ii moment by themselves, and in 
luauy occupations they were n constant 
source of danger to all who wore work- 
ling with them. lie favored exclusion nr 
[very severe restrictions upon their immi- 
gration to this country.

in former years for below their value. 
There is a demand for more modern 
houses, planned for convenience, ami 
more substantially built than the average 
of dwellings offered for rent. A good 
clnss Of dwellings, constructed on mod- 
ern 111s, would easily secure desirable 
tenants at fair rents, but the increased 
cost, of labor and materials deters land 
owners from building. This firm has 
numerous inquiries for bouses and lots, 
but buyers find it difficult to find build- 
ings suited to their ideas of what a home 
should be, and hesitate about investing. 
There is very little speculative buying, 
although in many instances property may 
he secured at prices that would enable 1 
the purchaser to make a good thing on 
the turn-over. Tho initirovement in tho 
real estate business which sot in somi 
three years ago. has steadily increased, 
anil this year has, so far, shown a decid- 
ed increase over corresponding seasons in 
the past. They look to a more general 
movement in all lines as soon as the pres- 
ent railway agitation is satisfactorily 
settled. 

Another real estate man. who was 
seen by a Colonist- representative, held 
rather a pessimistic view of the .situa- 
tion, lie said everything was indicative 
of a busy season in real estate until the 
railway Question cropped up, but since 
then business has been ,11 ,1 standstill. 
He thinks the future of the business and 
of tin; city depends upon the government's 
railway policy. 

The result of the Colonist's investiga- 
tions mi the whole would warrant the 
assumption thai Victoria rcallv was nev- 
er in a bettor condition. While there 
is nothing in the nature of a boom, there 
is a healthy demand in all lines, ami the
